century of almost continuous insurrection 
under Lurkish rule, the island of Crete, havi ing 
been taken in hand by the four Protecting 
Powers—Great Britain, Russia, France, and 
Italy—was by them constituted a separate 
State, subject, however, on the one hand to the 
formal suzerainty of the Porte,*and on the 
other hand to the rule of a High Commissioner 
to be appointed by themselves. The second 
son of the King of the Hellenes was the first 
High Commissioner; so well did he succeed 
that his re-appointment after his first three 
years’ office came almost as a matter of course. 
Peace and order, however, were not destined 
to endure in the island. Within the past few 
years there has come to be more and more 
clearly defined a radical opposition between 
the aspirations of the majority of the OCretans 
and the policy of the Protecting Powers. The 
Cretans—so far, at least, as they are represent- | 
ed in the National Assembly—desire annexa- |” 
tion to Greece. As part; and parcel of this 
they desire the removal of the real control 
exercised by the four Powers and enforced by 
the presence of their troops, and the abolition 
of the formal suzerainty of the Porte. Time 
after time the Cretad Assembly has passed reso- 
lutions demanding of even declaring as a fact 
the union of the island to the kingdom of Greece. 
Time after time the Protecting Powers have 
met this demand with a. direct negative. 
Prince George’s resignation of the High Con- 
missionership is a direct recognition of the 
incomfatibility between the national aspira- 
tions of which he made himself the spokesman 
and the policy of the Powers who set him in 
office. His successor, M. Zaimis, is, of course, 
also a Greek, and is no doubt under the 
circumstances one of the best men who could 
have been chosen for the position. M. Zaimis 


“}comes of a house which is one of the most 


distinguished in the political life of modern 
Greece. He is himself a statesman of the 
highest position. He is, in virtue of a partial 
concession of the Powers on September 17, 
nomifiated ‘not by the Powers themselves, but 
by the King of the Hellenes, after consultation 
with their reprentatives, and subject to their 
assent. M Zaimis, in fact, represents nearly 
all that the Cretans might be expected 
to want, except the one thing that they are 
known in fact to want—annexation to Greece. 

Why, then, asks the “Morning Post,” do 
the Powers not go this one step further and 
allow the desired union of the island to the 
country to which they allow such influence 
in the choice of a, ruler? A variety of reasons 
may be and are given, lnion would mean 
the abolition of the formal suzerainty still 
retained’ by Turkey, and would therefore not 
be accomplished without a protest from that 
quarter, Again, the affairs of Crete are myste- 
riously confused with those of Macedonia. 
Bulgaria would demand compensation in the 
latter quarter if Greece were allowed to en- 
large itself by the annexation of Crete in 
the Mediterranean. A third reason, and one 
of quite another sort, is to be found in the 
necessity for preserving in the island the 
peace to secure which the Powers interven- 
ed in the first instance. In the words of the 
Note addressed by them to the Cretan As- 
sembly in July last, “every step towards the 
realisation of the national aspirations must 
necessarily be subordinated to the establish- 
ment and the maintenance of order anda 
stable régime.” Im other words, the Powers 
cannot; and will not, withdraw their con- 
trol in favour of, Greece unless and until 
they are convinced that this will not mean 
opening the door to insurrection and civil 
warfare. In so far as there -is any good 
reason for supposing that Greece could not 
with the goodwill of the Cretans govern them 
at least as peacefully as the Powers can against 
their will, this last argument is worth consider- 
ing. But unless this supposition can be 
reasonably made—and it clearly needs a great 
deal of proving —it must be admitted that the 
arguments against allowing union to Greece 
are rather weak. If the Powers should ever 
themselves become convinced of the necessity 
for this union they clearly could and would 
disregard the possible protests of Turkey and 
Bulgaria. The root of the difficulty probably 
is simply that the Powers by their constitution 
cannoteasily be convinced in favour of any 
positive action. The dissent of any one of them 
may baulk the harmonious action of all.

RECORD COTTON CROP. 


IMPORTANT NOTE. 


—--—— 


Mr. Webb has issued a note on the state 
of the Nile flood. Dorirg the first part of 
Augnst ‘the flocd was, although better than 
the series of low floods experienced during the 
past twelve yeare, somewhat late in its 
arrival. The level reached at Assouan were well 
below the average for thirty years past. The 
levels of the Sonthern ganges, however, in- 
dicated that an improvement would take place, 
and daring ths second half of August the 
level was satisfactory, though atill, below the 
average of thirty years. Daring September 
a still more satisfactory level was maintained, 
the average of thirty years being surpassed. 
On the 8th Saptember the maximum gange 
at Assouan was R. L. 92.68, (15 pics and 20 
kirats). On the 14th September it (was 16 
centimetres below the maximom average of 
thirty years. The usual fall has now commenced), 
and will continue. Considerable difficulty was 
experienced at the beginning of August in 
meeting very heavy demands for irrigation of 
dburra lands and the cotton crop simultaneous- 
ly. This, however, diminished before the mid- 
dle of Augast and finally ceased before the 
month was ont. 

The cotton crop promises to be the largest 
yet recorded. 

Irrigation of basin lands in Upper Egypt 
began b3tween the 10th and 15th August and 
will generally be complsted by the end of this 
month. 

The levels for basin irrigation have been 
generally satisfactory ss well as for large 
areas of nubari dhorra planted on sahels and 
river islands, with the exception of small 
areas in Assouan province and isolated sahels 
and islands, which can only be flooded: in 


Upper Egypt will be irrigated and the d‘scharge 
of the barins in the Southern Provinces will 
begin on October 5th, and in Assiout and 
Minieh provinees on Ostober 10th. The flood, 
though late in its earlier stages, has been 
sati-factory for the irrigation of the basin lands 
in Upper Egypt, and at the same time the 
levels in Lower Egypt have been suitable for 
passing away ‘the flood withoat endangering 
the Nile banks) }

PLAGUE AT SUEZ. 


(From Our Suez ConREsPONDENT. ) 

The plague at Suez is apparently increasing, 
especially in the Rae Colmar, the principal 
street of the town. Europeans are beginning to 
take the matter seriously,and by this morning’s 
train five well-known families left harriedly for 
I:mailia, and other places in order to avoid the 
danger. ' 

Suspected cases of plague and fally diagnosed 
cases are conveyed by thé anthorities to the 
isolation wooden huts in the desert, in a large 
covered cart styled an ‘ambulance,” which is 
the terror of the people. The msjority of the 
Europeans have made up their minds to absol- 
ately refase at any sacrifice to be taken away 
inthis manner, and owing'to’the agitation of 
the people, all the Consuls wiil hold a meeting 
next Tuesday morning to thoroughly look into 
the matter, and to arrange for the comfort of 
the people. 

If the sanitary authorities were to provide 
suitable ambulance to convey the peop'e to the 
huts, I think the matter woald be taken more 
calmly by the public. Owing to the fact that

MR. BLUNT’S BOOK. 


THe criticism by Mr. Moberly Bell to which 
“Al Mokattam” refers, as noted in oar issue 
of Saturday appears in a letter ot the 
“Times” signet “Your Correspondent in 
Egypt 1865-1890.” It rons as follows :— 

Sir,—Will you allow me to recall, and to .u36 
as a warning, some Egyptian history of 25 
years ago 3 

In the year 1881 there was a beginning of 
trouble in Egypt—it was a cload no bigger 
than a man’s hand—a military riot in Cairo 
barely noticed in your columns, There had been 
another, apparently more serions, three years 
before ; bat, though it produced a change 
of Ministry, and eventually the deposition of 
Ismail, it had been followed by no disorder,and 
there was no reason to suppose that this in- 
subordination of three Egyptian colonels would 
have serious consequences. 

Bat then, as now, the danger was not from 
E bat from London. There ia a class of 
Eoglismen who have adopted as their motto 
“Against our country whether right or wrong,” 
and because we had already become partly 
responsible for order in Egypt, Mr. Wilfrid 
Scawen Blant felt called upon to make himself 
the spokesman and supporter of whatever ele- 
ments of disorder might exist in that country. 
, It is not too much to say that the who 
Egyptian quéstion of 1881-2, with all its con- 
sequences, ostensibly directed by Arabi and 
largely assisted by the incompetence ofthe 
British Government, was dae to the mischievous 
interference of Mr. Wilfrid Blunt, who, on the 

ilare of bis hopes after the loss of mary 
thousands of lives, consoled himself by making 
it the subject of a poem. 

Had the matter ended there, perhaps there 
might not have been moch ocanse for lament. 
The achievements of England in Egypt have 
in that quarter of a century been so magoifi- 
cent and beneficent that, even apart from the 
production of that poem, they might well be 
worth the purchase at the price of sxme blood 
and treasnore. 

Bat, anfortanately, that poem contained a 
a prophecy. Mr. Blunt was not content with 
apostrophizing his victims: — 

I care not if you fled, . . 

It may be you were cowards, 

What matter? 

@ was not content with announcing from his 
armchair that he himself would “rather fly 
with the firet craven” than “head the hottest 
charge.” As a matter of fact, he did neither, 
but he felt that the mantle of the prophet was 
apon him, and, addressirg his own countrymen, 
he said :— 

Thou wentest to this Egypt for leasure, 

Thou shalt remain with kar Phe sore 


Thou hast her beauty. Thou anit lave her. 
Nay—thou shalt lie with her as thou hast lain. 


She shall bring shame upon thy face with all men. 
She shall disease thee with her grief and fear. 
Thou shalt grow sick and feeble in her ruin. 
Thou shalt repay her to the last sad tear. 


Well, a quarter’of a century has elapsed and 
the prophecy remains not only unfalfilled, but 
very gloriously disproved. This is natarally 
exasperating to a prophetic poet, but again to- 
day there is another cloud no bigger than a 
man’s hand, and, mindfal of past achievements, 
Mr. Blant’s hopes rise, Again he straggles to 
convert chaos out of order; again he risks the 
moe of more vibe blood = treasure— 
perhaps again to a subject fora poem. 

If we may jadge from Sir Edward Grey’s 
déclarations, the Liberal Ministry of 1906 will 
not make the same fatnous blonder as their 
predecessors of 1881. But, lest they should do 
so, it ‘may be usefal that they should read 
these extracts from your files of 21 years ago. 

In “The Times” of September 29, 1885, 
I wrote:— 

Two men, each doubtless equally honest.and 
equally injadicious, must share between them 
the responsibility for these earlier incidents of 
our operations in Egppt—Mr. Blunt, who as- 
sured Arabi that Mr. Gladstone was not in 
earnset, and Mr. Gladstone, who was only in 
earne3t when it was too late. | 

In ‘The Times” of October 2, 1885, you 
published correspondence from which I make 
the following extracts :— 

Mr. Gladstone to Mr. Blunt, S: ptember 29, 
1885 :— 

My reason for declining to answer you is that 
I am reluctant to say what I think as to your 
condagt.in Egypt—1 means as_to its character 
and effect, forl do not question its motives. 
Were Arabi Pasha to invite. me.to a contro- 
versy | should have to make a similar answer. 

Mr. Blunt to Mr. Gladstone, Setember 380, 
1885 :— 

When the acount is drawn ap between us, as 
it mast be some day, in regard to events co 
tragic in the world’s history as the bombardment 

of Alexandria, the massacres of June and J aly, 
Arabi’s trial, your broken promises to . 
and Gordon's death, I do not fear that honest 
men will hold me in any way your debtor.

GERMANY ON THE NILE. 
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THE KAISER’S SCHEMES IN EGYPT. 


With reference to the article which appeared 
in your issue of August 28, writes a correspon- 
dent from Cairo to the “Pall Mall Gazstte,” 
under the heading of “German ‘Trading 
Energy,” the impression in Egypt of the 
advances made by Germany in this country, is 
that the German Government is at the back of 
all these ventures. First came the direct line 
from Hamburg to Alexandria, followed by the 
tacilities offered by the Hamburg-American, 
Norddeatscher Lloyd, and Deutsch Ost-Afrika 
Lines; then the combine between the Hamburg. 
American and the Anglo-American Nile 
Navigation Company ; and the latest is the 
establishment ot the Deutsche Orient Bank 
in Cairo. : 

1 know as a fact that about eighteen months 
ago one of the German lines made desperate 
efforts to under-qnote their English com- 
petitors and secure a hold on the shipments to 
Egypt. It actually went so far as to quote a 
mining syndicate a rate from London to Upper 
Egypt at the same price as it would cost to 
transport the material from Alexandria to 
Upper Egypt. This rate included conveyance 
from London to Hamburg, where ‘trans-ship- 
ment into the direct steamers was-to. be 
effected. Thus, the German line would have 
taken the shipments, which were pretty con- 
siderable, from London to Alexandria, vid 
Hamburg, free—it would have incurred a loss 
ou the working expenses for those trips, be- 
sides paying ont of its own pocket for the 
freight from London to Hambarg. At present, 
too, the rates from Germany to Egypt are 
ridiculously low, and all this would go to prove 
the trath of the statement in your article of 
Angust 28, that £100,000 had been lost in the 
Mediterranean in the last two years alone. 

It is pretty. generally admitted, ‘too, that 
the combine on the Nile was a political move. 
No doubt the step will increase the business 
dove by that company—all the Germans and 
German-Americans, who formerly divided their 
patronage, will naturally give it now to the 
new amalgamated service, but it is uander- 
stood, that as a strictly commercial enterprise, 
it is not attaining the success that was hoped. 
In this instance it was plainly the ambitious 
desire ot the German Government to have the 
German flag floating on the Nile that led to 
this deal, and since the intimate friendehip 
between thedirectors of the Hamburg-American 
Line and the Kaiser and his advisers is well 
known, it has not been difficult to put two 
and two together. 

The establishment of :the Deutsche Orient 
Bank in Cairo is also a political move. 
the time it was announced that the principal 
German banks were interested ; the Deutsche 
Levante Line, which trades between Germany 
and Egypt, has great interests: in this new 
bank. All these ventures are intimately in- 
woven, and are a series of wheels within wheels 
in a definite plan, which bas the German 
Government at the back of it. 

When the time comes for Great Britain to 
introduce important reforms in the higher 
administration of Egypt, when the time comes 
for England to take the country under her 
direct control (as is ¢onfidently expected 
here at an early date), then Germany will step’ 
in’and say: “We have extensive interests in 
Egypt, which we cannot allow to be overlooked. 
We have steamers flying your fieg on the Nile; 
throagh our bank we have a good\ deal of 
commercial influence throughout the country ; 
besides which our trade with Egypt is no small 
consideration. We do not want to obstruct 
your reforms, but unless you give us a quid 
pro quo in the Near East (the Bagdad Railway 
or Persian Galt) we shall claim a conference to 
inquire into the Egyptian question, or shall do 
our best to hinder our efforts’”—or some sach 
argament. And if we get our own way without 
any concession on our part, it will be due solely 
to the ability of our diplomats, for it is incon- 
testably certain that it is G-rmany’s object to 
be able to say that she has certain interests in 
Egypt, and so bring pressure to bear for con- 
cessions in other parts. The Germans are smart 
business men ; they..do not usually ron com- 
mercial enterprises at a loss without some very 
good reason, at any rate. And in this case the 
German G)vernment end its subsidy are the 
very good reason. The trend of sffairs is being 
-watched with interest, and the ultimate out- 
come of the present German ventures, although 
generally anticipated, is being eagerly looked 
forward to.

‘‘My Experiencts of the Island of Cyprus.” By B. 
Stewart. With Photographs. London ; Skeffing- 
ton and Son. 6s. . 


‘Mr. Stewart has written an interesting boo 
on Cyprus, and indeed no mind with a sense 
for history and legend could fail to be inspired 
by an island whose annals incargate all the 
romance of the Crusades. Crete, perhaps, has 


had a mor@exciting, or atleast a more heroic, | 


history; but the conquerors who succeeded each 
other through the centuries left there no mont- 
ments of their genias* to compare with the 
castles and churches of. Cyprus. 

The Cretan themselves, who march about 
with a pride born of their secular struggle for 
freedom, are certainly .a more interesting race 
than the Cypriotes. But they have no memories 
of Cwnor de Lion and Guy de‘ Liusignan. Crete 
is certainly very beantifal,/ but it has, on the 
whole, the climate and landscape of Southern 
Europe, and the traveller who goes aboard at 
“Marseilles feels no shock of surprise on landing 
at Suda. Cyprus, on the other hand, though it 
is by race and history a Greek island, belongs 
geographically to Syria. It is this”strangé’ 
combination of an architecture which belongs 
to Gothic Europe and a& climate that recalls 
Palestine which makes its strange and peculiar 
charm. Mr. Stewart writes well on both 
subjects. He is an engineer, and all his pages 
on the natural phenomena on the island, its 
agriculture, and its material needs are decided- 
ly intélligent and informing. His descriptions 
of the architecture are also clear and good. 

With the inhabitants, unfortunately, he has 
less sympathy, and sees in their Greek patriot- 
ism only so mach sedition, which a really strong 
Government would repress witha ruthless 
hand. He does not explain, however, by what 
process we acquired a title to the devotion of 
their island when we took it as a sort of pledge 
against Russian aggression on the Black Sea 
and saddled them for the privilege with an 
annual tribute to the Porte. But Mr. Stewart 
is under no illusions aboat the weak points of 
our rule, The revenue of the island is only 
£170,000 per annum, and even with our grant- 
in-aid of some £30,000 it has to pay about 
£60,000-yearly to the Tarkish bond-holders. 
We have done a very little to develop it of 
late, bat nothing which at all balances the 
expenses of an English administration. The 
irrigation system is a partial failare, the new 
railway is ill placed, the harbours are neglect- 
ed, and the whole commerce of the island is 
paralysed by the want of quick communication 
with the Egyptian market. Mr. Chamberlain 
tried te do something to justify our rule. But 
his efforts, tactfol and well-mganing though 
they were, have not compensated for a quarter 
of a centary of neglect and over-taxation.

EGYPTIAN COTTON AT 
MANCHESTER. 


In reference to a recent report from the 
Alexandria General Prodace Association as to 
the exports from Alexandria during the season 
1905-06, in which it is stated that Manchester 
has made a new record in her imports of 
Egyptian cotton with 185,128 bales against 
153,956 bales the previous season, & correspond- 
ent of the “Manchester Goasdian” points 
ont that the actual figures of imports of 
Egyptian cotton to Manchester for the season 
1905-6 were 212,257 bales, which compares 
with 183,297 bales in the previous season. So, 
instead of Manchestet receiving less than half 
of the importations to Great Britain, as shown 
by the figures of the Alexandria General Pro- 
duge. Association, this port has received con- 
siderably more than half. 

The London correspondent of the same 
journal, adverting tothe rivalry between the 
ports of Liverpool and Manchester, says: 
About Liverpool's grievances against Man- 
chester the latest I hear in London shipping 
quarters is that the Egyptian cotton for Boston 
which formerly. went by Liverpool is now being 
transhipped at Manchester. — 
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AN INTBRESTING INCIDENT. 


Considering the Sultan’s views as to the 
proper position of women, alittle incident that 
occured ‘when the Kaiser visitei Constantinople 
acquires significance. The Sultan, who, as is- 
well-known, never leaves Yildiz Kiosk except 
to go to prayers on Friday at noon, proposed 
to send various high dignitaries to receive the 
Kaiser as he stepped on the shore of. the 
Bosphorus at the official landing place. The 
Kaiser required that the Sultan must come 
and receive him in person ; and the Sultan had 
to yield, for he keenly desired the glory in 
Mohamedan eyes of having & \ Roropean 
sovereign come to pay his respects to the 
Commander of the Faithfal, and it was inti- 
mated to him that personal welcome at the 
shore was,an indispensable condition. ‘The 
Sultan was waiting, then, to receive the 
Emperor as he stepped from his boat ; and two 
carriages were in readinesr, one to convey the 
two sovereigns, and one for the Empress. The 
Kaiser overturned the arrangement by putting 
the Empress into the first carriage with the 
Sultan, while he himself occupied the second. 
So it came about that the Sultan endaored the 
indescribable humiliation of driving through 
the streets of his own capital before the eyes 
of his Mobamedan subjects, sitting side by 
side with a Giaour woman. Sach is the story 
that is told. 1 had not the good fortune to be 
there to see. Nothing could be more humiliat- 
ing to the Sultan than that situation ; and the 
most effective counterblest to his Pan-Islamic 
propsganda wou'd be to circulate through all 
Islam the deecription of that carriage drive, if 
any Mohamedan could be induced to beljeve 

lit. The Sultan himself will not forget, when 
the time comer, that the friendship of Germ 
ashn ot been an unalloyed pleasure. (‘ Contem:
